WM. J. MILLER DEAD

EXPIRED SUDDENLY AT 2 O'CLOCK
THIS MORNINGk

Ranked as the Oldest Member of the

District Bar in Point of
V

Service.

The death of Mr. William J. Mliier. a vet¬
eran member of the District bar. occurred
about 2 o'clock this morning in his apart¬
ments in "The VVoodley." on Washington
Heights. Mr. Miller, who was in the sev¬

enty-fourth year of his age, had not been
in good health for several weeks, but when
he retired last night he appeared to be as

well as usual and in good spirits. At the
hour named he rcteived the fatal attack of
angina pectoris, and the end soon came.

William J. Miller was the oldest member
of the District bar In length of practice,
with one exception. He was born in Bal¬
timore in 1KU. and when twelve years of
age came to Washington, wl ere he has re¬

sided since. He began life as an employe of

the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company,
and while so tngaged he studied law and
was admitted to the bar, and had been In
continuous practice here until the time of
his death.
Mr. Miller was connected with several

prominent charitable institutions, and was
identified with the general growth and
prosperity of Washington. He was a man
of strict probity and of a gentle and kindly
disposition, which endeared him to his many
friends.
He was married to Miss Frances M.

Joyce, daughter of the late Andrew J.
Joyce, a carriage manufacturer of this city.
He Is survived by his wife and eight chil¬
dren. The eldest is Mr. A. J. Miller, vice
president of the Securities Company of New
York and a partner in the banking house
of Boissevain & Co. of that city; Mr. W.
W. Miller of the New York law firm of
Hornblower, Byrne. Miller & Potter; Mr.
Norrls J. Miller, who is connected with £Tie
same law firm; Mr. Robert C. Miller of the
New York Security and Trust Company;
Mr. Harry J. Miller, who is a student at
Cornell; Mr. I>ee Miller, and two d tughters,
Mrs. E. E. Rapley and Mrs. Charles A. Mc-
Kenney.

It is expected that action will he taken
this evening or tomorrow by the District
Bar Association and the charifible institu¬
tions with which Mr. Miller was prominent¬
ly identified. Arrangements for the funeral
will be made this evening.

When Dr. Sterling became a
Roman Catholic his son James waj> sent to
St. Charles College, Baltimore, where he
remained for six years, graduating in th*
year lhi)^. At college he displayed excep¬
tional ability, leading his class in every
branch. He entered St. Mary s Seminary
at Baltimore, where he made a brilliant
course and was a universal favorite both
with the professors and his fellow students
Father Sterling was ordained June 14^

I8!>8. and was assigned to St. Matthew'B
Church This was his only appointment
He Is stated to have been loved by the peo¬
ple of the parish, and was particularly fond
of little children, into whose sports he en¬
tered with the greatest zest. His college
chum and brother priest, Rev. T. Gibbon
Smyth of St. Stephen's Roman Catholic
Church, and a few relatives were with him
when he died.

The deceased priest's
mother is on her way to Washington from
San Francisco, and it is expected that the
remains will be conveyed to the Golden
Gate for final Interment.
